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Young Jews Flee to Forests as Ghettos Destroyed, Paper Says in Describing Underground 


NEW YORK—How the Jews of Nazi-dominated 
Jands are fighting back is told graphically and factu- 
ally in a recent issue of “Jewish Comment”, pub- 
lished by the World Jewish Congress. Parts of the 


issue read: ‘ 


Wherever a ghetto is destroyed in Poland or 
occupied Russia, young Jews flee to the forests and 
take up arms. It is perhaps because of their activ- 
ities that Nazi executioners, assigned to liquidate 
the Jewish population, blacken their faces to avoid 
future vengeance. Some 20,000 Jews are said to be 
wandering today in the forests along the Bug river, 
andthe Stockholm paper by Ny Dag speaks of 15,000 
Jewish guerrillas active in the regions around Chelm, 
Tarnow, and Lwow. Official Nazi lists themselves 
have included the names of 5,000 Jews among 25,000 
Polish guerrillas. Particularly sought after by the 
Nazis is a band active around the area of Kielce, led 
by a young woman partisan, a poetess named Malka 


Schipper. Another band, under the leadership of 
Jankel Niewiesky, was active near Radom and 
Lublin. 


On January 15, 1943, there was a report that two 
Soviet partisan units, made up mostly of Jews, had 
derailed a military train and attacked an army unit, 
killing 600 Germans in both operations. Another 
band, led by Benjamin Shtradin, captured the Ger- 
man commander who had put a price on the head 


of their leader. A Berne report (New York Times, 
May 30, 1943) says as follows: 


Waging war on Russian guerrillas behind 
the German front is becoming a serious prob- 
lem for the Nazis. ... The upper reaches of the 
Dvina, Berezina, Dnieper and Pripet rivers 
have been favorite guerilla haunts because of 
the impassable state of the country. One 
German front correspondent said the guerrillas 
ineluded Russian troops that escaped to the 
woods during the German advance in 1941, 
escaped German prisoners, Jews and landless 
elements. 


The Russian Army supplied them. 

Quite as active are the Jews in the Balkans. In 
Bulgaria, they are charged with having carried out 
the assassination of pro-Nazi police officials. A re- 

*port from Greece on May 12, 1943 states that among 
twelve guerrillas recently executed for repeated suc- 
cessful attacks on German military transports, there 
were four Salonica Jews. The Jewish guerrillas of 
Yugoslavia have gained particular fame. One of 
them, the Constantine of Rebecca West’s epic “Black 
Lamb,” has become a legendary figure as a leader of 
Slovenian guerrillas. Others who have'been honored 
by having a price placed on their heads are Moses 
Fiada, a Belgrade journalist who conducts the entire 
partisan propaganda, Yelka and Reginald Weiss and 


Lea Goldstein, guerrilla leaders. Reports speak of 
some 12,000 Jewish guerrillas in Yugoslavia. 

The eagerness of the Jews to assist in the war 
against the Axis received the fullest confirmation in 
the landings in North Africa. We have already noted 
that Jews helped to bring British and American 
agents secretly into occupied North Africa. It is 
known also that they operated a secret radio station 
in Agadir and assisted Allied troops in many other 
ways during the landings: Some of them have 
received recognition for the part they played: Lt. 
Jean Dreyfus, who died helping American landings, 
was decorated posthumously by General de Gaulle. 
A leader of the Algerian Jewish community, 
Aboulker, has also been publicly recognized, although 
at first he was arrested by order of Admiral Darlan; 
but the hundreds of Jews who came forward to assist 
the Allies, sometimes in sharp contrast to many other 
parts of the North African population, are known 
only to the military authorities. 

The desperate struggles of the Jews to fight back 
against inconceivable odds have received strikingly 
little support. One of the results, has been the growth 
of bitterness against those, Jews and non-Jews,. who 
still live in security outside Europe. Failure to give 
the elements of resistance the necessary support must 
lead to despair. It has led to the suicide of Samuel 
Zygelbojm, a Jewish representative on the Polish 
National Council in London.

Briscoe was born in Dublin and 
earned the appellation “the 
Fighting Jew” for his partici- 
pation in the struggle between 
the Irish Republican Army and 
the English “Black and Tan” 
troops. He has been active in 
Jewish affairs in the last de- 
cade. He visited the United 
States in 1939.

Congress Hears 
Plea For Food 
Parcels to Europe

r WASHINGTON—An appeal to 


President Roosevelt and to Wins- 
ton Churchill to modify the Unit- 
ed Nations’ blockade of Europe 
so as to permit the shipment of 
food to the starving population 
of Poland and other Nazi-occupi- 
ed countries was made from the 
floor of the House this week by 
Rep. Harold Knutson, Minnesota 
Republican. 


“The technical problems are 
very simple and can easily be 
handled if England and the Unit- 
ed States will agree to the prin- 
ciple,’ Corgressman Knutson 
said. He quoted a statement from 
the State Department saying that 
the U. S. government receives 
regular reports through the 
Swedish government that the 
food shipments which are being 
sent to Axis-occupied Greece for 
the starving population there are 
being distributed under the aus- 
pices of the International Red 
Cross “without interference by 
the occupation authorities.” The 
same procedure, he said, could 
be arranged for Poland and other 
Nazi-held lands. 


Congressman Knutson disclos- 
ed that he and Congressman Her- 
ter from Massachusetts had a con- 
ference last Tuesday with Her- 
bert H. Lehman, director of the 
Office of Foreign Relief and Re- 
habilitation Operations, regard- 
ing the question of sending food 
to Nazi-occupied countries. “We 
found Governor Lehman sympa- 
thetic and willing to do all in his 
power to give aid,” he gaid. “His ~ 
was an excellent choice for that — 
important position. Unfortunate- 
ly for the sufferers in other lands, 
Governor Lehman is almost help- 
less in this crisis, as he has no 
voice in policy making. That

She has given 
life, asylum, bread, and shelter 
to a vast Jewish population.

of Marion Doctor at Hadassah Hospital PALESTINE CAN ACCOMMODATE 2,0 


HIS IS A STORY which devel- 

loped out of picture in the 
current issue of the Hadassah 
Newsletter.. The picture domi- 
nated page 18 and showed three 
medical officers of the American 
forces in the Middle East who 
had completed a course in tropi- 
cal diseases, together with their 
instructor, the only one in the 
group who was named. The group 
Were standing in the hallway of 
the Hadassah Hospital on Mt. 
Scopus, where the course was 
given. 

When the Newsletter reached 
the homes of Indianapolis Hadas- 
sah members, the telephone at 
the Post began to ring. Wasn’t 
one of the American army men 
in the picture Lt. Max Ganz, of 
Marion, son of Mr. and Mrs. H. 
Ganz? Then Mrs. Max Ganz, the 
former Ann Jolotin, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Sol Bolotin, of 
Beech Grove, called and of course 
the picture was positively identi- 
fied. 

So The Post wrote to the edi- 
tor of The Newsletter for the 
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Dr. Max Ganz, of Marion, third from left. 
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“cut”, which is herewith printed, 
and Mrs. Ganz brought us some 
of her husband’s letters (the less 
personal ones, she said) and the 
story continued. 

Dr. Ganz’s description of his 
}stay in Palestine and his visits 
to the cities and colonies would 
warm the heart of the most luke- 
warm Zionist, and bring tears to 
the eyes of the true lover of Pal- 
estine. 

But that is getting ahead of the 
story. Dr. Ganz’s course at the 
Hadassah Hospital was no news 
to his wife, and even his picture 
in The News letter was no com- 
plete surprise. In a letter dated 
Dec. 20, Dr. Ganz wrote that: 
“Next week I’m going to take a 
course in tropical diseases at a 
University Center not far from 
camp. Some of the most famous 
doctors in tropical diseases will 
conduct it and it will last about 
a week.” 

Then in a letter dated Jan. 19, 
Dr. Ganz wrote, “I just returned 
from Jerusalem where I finished 
my course in tropical medicine. 
It was extremely interesting and 


‘I was able to meet some fine 


people. I had lunch yesterday at 
Dr. Yassky’s house. He is the 
director of the Hadassah Hospital, 
a very capable man. My picture 
was taken and I was asked to 
give my impression of their in- 
stitution. So you may see: my 
picture soon in some papers.” 

| But it is in his description of 
i Palestine. that Dr. Ganz grows 
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almost lyrical. In one letter he 
says: “I went on a tour recently 
to some.of the orchards of Pal- 
estine. They grow everything 
here under better conditions than 
in California. This particular 
colony is composed of Americans 
who had fought for the British 
during the last war. A man from 
Brooklyn showed us around. We 
picked different varieties of or- 
anges, lemons, tangerines, custard 
apples, Pomla and kumquats. 
Some of these fruits I had never 
heard of.” 

In another letter Dr. Ganz tells 
of a trip to a colony. outside. Jer- 
usalem. “It was. a wonderful 
sight,” he wrote, “to see.all these 
people so busy and happy. The 
colony is only twenty years old, 
yet they have accomplished. won- 
ders in building up the land 
and their homes. We were well 
received here and were invited 
to spend a few days there.” 

What the United States means 
to the Palestinians is indicated: in 
another letter. “They are all 
looking, forward to America as 
their savior,” Dr. Ganz wrote. 
“Everyone I meet wants to know 
whether America will help them 
after the war. There is very 
little, of course, that I can say. 
I try to give them hope for the 
future. They are also very hos- 
pitable to us, in order to create 
a good: impression. They would 
even give us the shirt off their 
backs. 

Continuing in the same vein 
in the same letter, Dr. Ganz told 
about the people. “Living condi- 
tions are quite difficult since 
prices are so high» and wages 
low. There are many refugees 
here who have-to start from the 
bottom so you see their lot is 
very difficult. Many college pro- 





fessors work at manual labor. I 
knew of one who is a_ night 
watchman. But they all have high 
hopes of working themselves up. 
You know the “Jewish” spirit. 
Personally I do hope we can help 
these. people rehabilitate them- 
selves after the war since. they 
refuse to go back to their native 
lands.” 

The same letter describes the 
high level of culture in Pales- 
tine. “I have met some very in- 
teresting people so far—since the 
cream of European culture is 
here, I feel very insignificant in 
front of such cultured people. 
Languages are spoken by the 
dozen. Everyone knows four or 
five at least.” 

A trip to T elAviv features an- 
other letter. “Yesterday I visited 
Tel Aviv and did some shopping. 
In the evening I went into a shul 
for services which were given 
in Hebrew and German. Later I 
went to a man’s home for supper. 
They were very fine people who 
formerly lived in South Africa. 
Afterwards. I was invited to a 
party of young people to listen 
to recordings. They meet every 
Friday night and play new rec- 
ords—of the classical variety. We 
talked of various things concern- 
ing America. Most of them spoke 
English—of course all speak He- 
brew which I am trying at pres- 
ent to learn. I may be a Hebrew 
scholar yet when I return.” 

In another letter Dr. Ganz 
wrote of attending a concert. “It 
was given by the Palestine Sym- 
phony Orchestra. Although it 
was a small orchestra, they did 
play’ very well. I’m enclosing the 
program.” 

Dr. Ganz is now somewhere in 
the Libyan Desert, at least that 
was where he was last heard

The editor’s chair, 

My attention has been called 
to the lack of pictures in the daily 
press of local Jewish men and 
women in the armed forces. And 
it is true. Usually you find page 
after page of pictures, yet almost 
never a Jewish one. This, of 
course, is no fault of the paper, 
and in this instance the modesty 
of Jewish parents is missplaced. 

When Rabbi Solomon Fineberg 
who just published that book on 
Anti-Semitism, was here several 
months’ago speaking to the local 
Public Relations Council, he 
brought out that this was not the 
time to be modest, and that a 
most effective way to counteract 
the propaganda of those who at- 
tack the Jews was to be repre- 
sented in the daily papers with 
legitimate activities of the Jewish 
men and women in the armed 
forces. 

To that end a committee has 
been set up, and if I recall cor- 
rectly I am on that committee, 
although I don’t recollect any 
meetings of the group for months 
and months. The committee, 
though, ought to bestir itself, for 
no opportunity is lost by those 
who would injure us, to do so, 
and here where we can display 
our participation in the war ef- 
fort, we certainly should, lest our 


modesty betray us.

The prominence given the item 
bout the purchase of the 4,920 
@heelbarrows by the local Jewish 
firm must have caused some of 
our readers to gasp, but it is one 
of those things. The item made 
a good piece for the daily paper, 
something that they like to get 
their teeth into, and that the 
principals happened to be Jewish 
was just chance. However there 
is an original error in the entire 
/ article, and that is this: As long 
as we operate under the capital- 
istic system, which permits a per- 
son to buy as cheaply as possible, 
and sell at a price the market will 
pay, then there should be no un- 
toward odium to the transaction. 
Of course, in this instance, the 
government was the culprit, ex- 
cept that I doubt that that is the 
impression the readers got. 


Committee for a J ewish Army Won't Be Ignored 


x” ALONG comes thé Committee for a Jew- 
ish Army and stages an “Emergency Con- 
ference to Save the Jews of Europe.” Although 
this group has practically no constituency 
among the Jews of the United States, it will be 
difficult to overlook this conference, for among 
those who already have been named to take 
part are: Max Lerner, Bishop Henry St. 
George Tucker, Claire Booth Luce, Herbert 
President of the University of North Carolina, 
Hoover, Louis Bromfield, Frank Porter Graham, 
Admiral Yates Stirling, Jr., U.S. Senator Edwin 
C. Johnson of Colorado, Representative William 
Allen White, William Green, Philip Murray, 
Representative Will Rogers, Jr., and others. 


When the Committee put on the “We Will . 


Never Die” spectacle, there were whimperings 


here and there from the recognized Jewish or- 
ganizations, and an editorial here and there 
denouncing the group for usurping the stage, 
but how long can you whimper and how long 
can you denounce? 

For a certainty there is no law against the 
thing. . And unquestfonably the list of names 
on the program will bring to the conference as 
much favorable publicity as any convention of 
any national Jewish group. _ 

The national Jewish organizations seem to 
have been caught flat-footed, and properly so. 
No better illustration is needed of the muddle- 
through policy prevailing in American Jewish 
life when 100-year-old organizations like -the 
B’nai B’rith or responsible groups like the Zion- 
ist Organization of America and the American 
Jewish Committee, are sidestepped and ignored. 


The Anomalous Position of The Reform Rabbi. 


HE ALMOST immediate reaction of the Re- 

form Rabbis of the United States in criticising 
the passage of the Smith-Connally Labor Bill 
by the Congress, throws the spotlight on the 
anomalous position of these rabbis in the U. S. 
Jewish Community. 

And this paradoxical position of our Reform 
rabbis in relation to their Congregations, it 
seems, will grow more and more untenable as 
time goes along. The rabbis are liberals, their 
religion is liberal, yet it cannot be said, for the 
most part, that their congregations are liberal, 
except of course in matters of religion. 

That would be well and good, were it not 
for the fact that our Prophets of Old set the 
course of Jewish religion right into the eco- 
nomic field. So that our Reform rabbis are 
demanding more and more equality of oppor- 
tunity for the individual and more and more 
government supervision of means and holders 
of great wealth. 


History tends to shéw that individuals. fol- 
low the leadership of their economic class, 
meaning that the work of the Reform rabbi is 
really cut out for him and unless he is equal 
to the task there will gradually come about an 
estrangement between the pulpit and the con- 
gregation in Reform Congregations. A strong 
Reform rabbinate could, however, win its con- 
gregation to the side of liberalism. 

Of course, the picture need not be painted 
all black. Some rabbis realizing this unstable 
situation have recommended the establishment 
of labor Reform Congregations. In this way 
Reform would reach the more liberal laboring 
and middle class groups, and make the position 


of the rabbi more consistent. The move is cer- 
tainly logical, and it will be interesting to see 
if a new Stephen Wise will arise to attempt to 
win some support from the so-called lower 
liberal groups to Reform Judaism. 


Current Comment 


Says Reform Judaism Has Become a Move- 
ment Which Concerns Itself With Masses and 
Has Turned Its Back on Isolationist Policy of 
Its Founders—Last week I had the privilege of 
attending the Annual Meeting of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis at what proved 
to be an historic occasion. For the first time an 
all day meeting was held with the Conservative 
Rabbis of the Rabbinical Assembly. The hope 
was expressed that in the near future a meeting 
may be held with the Rabbinical Council which 
is composed of Orthodox Rabbis. Certainly the 
cause of Jewish unity was advanced tremen- 
dously. 

An all day executive session was held in 
order to discuss the problem of the relationship 
of Zionism and Reformed Judaism. This was 
found necessary because of the formation and 
activities of the Council for American Judaism, 
a minority body of reform rabbis who are op- 
posed to Zionism. Four brilliant papers were 
presented and an open discussion was held 


which culminated in the passage of two resolu- 
tions. The first declared that Reform Judaism 
and Zionism were definitely not incompatible. 
The second cited the damage to Reform Juda- 
ism and American Jewish life that the Council 
for American Judaism created and was creating 
and called upon them to disband. This motion 
was carried by a tremendous majority. 

Certainly, this Conference marks a new era 
in Reform Judaism. Reform has definitely 
turned its back on the isolationist policy of its 
founders. It has become a movement which 
consciously concerns itself with the masses of 
Israel. It is a truly progressive movement serv- 
ing Jewish life in terms of the day in which it 
lives. It was a heartening and encouraging ex- 
perience to take part in this great session. The 
quickening, vital spirit of Judaism was mani- 
fest. Certainly dark days are ahead. Great 
issues must be faced. The encouraging thing is 
that Jewish leaders face this period with vision 
and with understanding.

HOW TO SEND PARCELS 
TO REFUGEES IN U.S.S.R. 
EXPLAINED BY CONGRESS 
To the editor, 

Information about new possi- 
bilities of helping refugees in the 
U.S.S.R. has been received from 
the Jewish Agency in Jerusalem 
and its representative in Iran by 
the World Jewish Congress in 
New York. Parcels amounting to 
$200,000 can be sent to the Jew- 
ish refugees in the U.S.S.R. via 
Palestine, Iran and India. There 
are now 2,000 clothing packages 
ready to be sent from Palestine, 
2,100 from Teheran, 3,000 food 
and clothing parcels from India. 
The Jewish Agency sees to it that 
the food parcels sent trom Pales- 
tine contain products of best 
quality and are dispatched with 
the greatest care and efficiency. 
A special agent has been sent 
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from Palestine to India and Iran 
for the purpose of organizing a 
regular package-sending service 
for food and clothing for refu- 
gees in the U.S.S.R. 

The Jewish Agency has receiv- 
ed confirmation that packages 
reach their destination in good 
condition and with a fair amount 
of speed. Individual receipts have 
come from a number of refugees. 
Naturally, the promptness with 
which a package reaches its des- 
tination is dependent upon the 
distance from the dispatching 
center of the addressee. However, 
it has been indicated by the Jew- 
ish Agency that parcels are en 
route from a week to three 
months. All recipients of food and 
clothing beg for further trans- 
Missions as packages are greatly 
instrumental in alleviating their 
tragic plight. 

American relatives and friends 
of refugees in Russia can now 
avail themselves of this opypor- 
tunity to send food and clothing 
—which has been made possible 
by the close collaboration . be- 
tween the World Jewish Congress 
and the Jewish Agency. For fur- 
ther information inquiries can 
be brought personally or sent by 
mail to the World Jewish Con- 
gress at 330 West 42nd St., Room 
819. Applicants who are uncer- 
tain of the addresses of friends 
and relatives in the U.S.S.R. can 
have them verified by the World 
Jewish Congress which works 
closely with the President of the 
Moscow Jewish Community, 
Samuel Chobrutzky, who has 
cabled his willingness to cooper- 
ate in the tracing of refugees in 
Russia.

The election results nationally

Four New Battling Cohens Turn Up 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 


NEW YORK—One good Cohen, it seems, de- 
serves another. The tribe is still leading on all 


fronts this week. This column, you may recall, 


reported last issue that Sgt. Sidney Cohen, Lon- 


don RAF pilot, had just “captured” Lampedusa, 


and that Sergeant Irving Cohen was on his way 


home to Brooklyn, N. Y., after raiding Europe 
a dozen times as an RCAF turret gunner. Well, 


four new battling Cohens have turned up since 


then. 


Lieutenant Vernon Henry Cohen, of Britain’s 
road-building Pioneer Corps, just won the 
George Medal for heroism in North Africa. 
Captain, Moses Cohen, of the Bronx, N. Y., has 
received the Army ’Silver Star for “courage’ 
and “fearlessness” on the, African front. Major 
Ephraim B. Cohen of Minneapolis, Minn., won 
the Air Medal for his achievements as a volun- 
teer crew member during a Flying Fortress raid 
in the Southwest Pacific. And Sgt. Julius Cohen 
arrived home in Hartford, Conn., the other day 
to convalesce from a siege of tropical fever he 
caught in the South Pacific, where he fought 
the Japs for eight months. 

Like his namesake, Sidney (King-of-Lampe- 
dusa) Cohen, Vernon is a Londoner. At 48, he 
volunteered for the road-building Corps, and 
was shipped to the dark continent as leader of 
his detachment. ‘ 

Fire broke out one day near an ammunition 
dump. As the flames-spread, they threatened a 
large consignment of beach mines, detonators, 
torpedoes, and 25-pound shells. Lt. Cohen got 
between his men and the shells before the ex- 
plosives could go off. Disregarding all danger 
to. himself, he quenched the flames before they 
could reach the mines. Several shells did ex- 
plode, but the mines were saved. Lt. Cohen 
had averted heavy loss of life and severe dis- 
organization of the work in that area. 

This is Vernon Cohen’s second war. Born in 
Melbourne, he served with the Australians 
during World War I, and was wounded.in action 
in France. After the armistice he went to Lon- 
don and became a successful businessman. Now 
he’s a hero. 

Captain Moses Cohen, an army doctor, made 
a nine-mile dash into enerhy-occupied territory 


“somewhere in North Africa” to get medical 


supplies. The route was covered by fire from 
enemy snipers. Machine guns endangered every 
inch of the way.

On another occasion, Captain Cohen’s bat- 
talion was trapped by the enemy. But Captain

Captain Moses _Cohen is a graduate of City 
College in New York and of the University of 
Vienna. Before the war he had a private Prac. 
tice in New York City. His wife and five year 
old son, Edward, live in Mt. Vernon, N. Y, His 
brother, Joseph, is a sergeaht in the Signa 
Corps, training at a Missouri camp. 


Major Ephraim Cohen has come to be known 
as the fighting surgeon” from Minneapolis. He 
was a crow member in one of twelve Flying 
Fortresses which destroyed two large enemy 
transports at Buen-Tonolei, near Kahili airport 
in the Solomons. The bombing run had already 
been completed when Jap zeros attacked the 
formation. Major Cohen took n active part in 
the battle that followed, and helped shoot down 
several zeros while he was about it, earning the 
Air Medal for his efficiency as an impromptu 
combat flier. The Major also has been cited by 
his commanding officer for his work as a doctor 
in the Solomons. 


“As a result of your efforts,” the citation . 
said, “the health of this command has been bet- 
ter than could be expected in the tropics. Your 
energy and determination are highly appre- 
ciated.” 

Major Cohen joined up in August, 1939. He 
was a flight surgeon at Hickam Field for a 
while before things began popping in the 
Solomons. He would like to see his 23 months 
old daughter, Barbara Sue, and his wife, who is 
living with her parents in Winnipeg. 

Thirty-three year old Sergeant Julius Cohen 
fought with the infantry at Coral Sea and New 
Caledonia, and was with the ground troops at 
Bismarck Sea. Then he was shipped to Guadal- 
canal. On the way his ship, a troopship, got 
into a fracas with seven torpedo planes. Only 
one of those enemy planes got away. The others _ 
were shot down and were last seen disappear- 
ing below the surface of the South Pacific, ac- 
cording to Julius. 

Once on Guadalcanal, Sergeant Cohen went 
through five weeks of incessant bombing. 

“The bombing was still going on when I left, 
he says. 

The sergeant left because a tropical disease 
he had caught on the island was menacing his 
sight. He was shipped to Percy Jones Hospital 
in Michigan for treatment that averted blind- 
ness. He has fully recovered now, and hopes to 
see more action when his sick leave ends. 

If you want the opinion of this warring 
member of the priestly tribe of Cohen, Sgt, 
Cohen predicts that the Japs will die fighting 
rather than give up. He thinks they are near 
the end of their rope, though, and that the day 
of vengeance for their treachery at Pearl Har- 
bor is not far off. 

In case you doubt it, just look in the nearest 
city directory under C-o-h-e-n. There is your 
answer: the enemy is outnumbered—by an 
army of battling Cohanim who art out to make 
sure the United Nations win.

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AL SEGAL ‘Steaks on HOW TO BE YOUNG 





T WAS some years ago that I last mentioned 
the fact of your Mr. Segal having a birth- 
Be .day. I now feel obliged to speak of the matter 
; again, since only the other day he arrived at a 
: birthday that to him was a frightening mile- 
stone. 

In defense to his vanity it is enough for me 

- to say it was a large, round number of years. 

Mr, Segal looked at it and by arithmetical cal- 
culation in which the figures seemed fairly to 
tremble, he observed that he was so and so 
many years from 70, after which in no time he 
would be 80. 

I can not say that Mr. Segal was feeling any 
too. happy when his family sang him happy 
birthday. I should say he is a vain popinjay 
who likes to sport the gay plumage of youth 
afid recently has bought a rather loud sport 
coat by which he meant to kid himself. 

a Now he could fool himself no longer. Here 
i were those many years of his life, and what 
5 could Mr. Segal do about them? He couldn’t 
hide them under his sport coat and anyway, 
the insurance man knew how old he was. The 
insurance people keep that vital statistic in 
their files. 

The insurance man, Mr. Lehman, had seemed 
somewhat apologetic when he came around to 
congratulate Mr. Segal, as he always does on 
these occasions. It was as if he weren’t quite 
sure Mr. Segal cared to have the matter men- 
tioned at all. 

“Are you to be congratulated?” he asked.

Mr. Segal himself discovered signs of ap- 
proaching senility. He found himself falling 
me into an autobiographical mood. He was going 

: backward into his years and picking up the 
more luminous highspots of his remote youth. 
That’s a sure sign, he thought. When men get 
old they write autobiographies. 

He remembered the time he could run a 
mile around the track. The time he could stay 
up all night and feel bright and fresh the next 
morning. The times he was falling in love. The 
time he could eat a beefsteak at midnight. 

These recollections were all out of his vanity 
which did its best to comfort his senectitude. 
When he remembered the times he was falling 
in love, his vanity had consolations: “Yes, 
Segal, you were a gay fellow.” When he re- 
called beefsteaks at midnight, he felt cheered 
up: “Yes, Segal, you were a man who could 
take it.” 

Yet these stimuli didn’t last long and he 
lapsed into depression at the thought that it’s 
the habit of old men to get reminiscent. He 
could think of a number of boring old fuddy- 
duddies of his acquaintance who were just that 
way. 

* * 2 

So it was anything but a happy birthday 
for Mr. Segal until I took philosophical steps 
to get him to snap out of it. There was just 
no living with him in that mood. 

Segal, I said, be your age. Consider that 
you stand on an eminence of years and you 
should behave in a way becoming to a man on 
your dignified elevation. At your age you 


should have arrived at least at a minimum of 
good sense. Here you are behaving like a man 
who hadn’t learned anything. 

Looking backward doesn’t get you anywhere 
except back to the years of your dead youth 
which stand like rows of tombstones. It doesn’t 
make sense to prowl in a graveyard on your 
birthday. 

Besides, Segal, you can look backward only 
with repentance. You are of the awful world 
your generation made. It’s nothing to be proud 
of and to look back at. Your generation made 
this wreck. Back in the twenties you were 
measuring success by ticker-tape. You yourself 
dreamed of a world made good by Maxwell 
Motors going to 100. 

In the early thirties your folly comforted 
you with the hope that everything would be 
all right again when the ticker tape started 
rolling as it used to. To look back is only to 
blush. 

The world your generation made is dead, 
Segal, and there’s no use your looking back 
regretfully except with the regret that’s of 
contrition. The way to keep on being young 
is not by the pretense of your tan sport coat 
but by marching bravely along with the young. 
They are marching to inherit the earth and 
make it good, unless the inept hands of your 
generation grab hold of it again. 

Not that you deserve to inherit with them 
the bright, new world that’s in the making. 
Your generation made the awful mess of the 
old world and you don’t deserve to see the new 
one. 
If God were less merciful He would annihi- 
late the whole breed of your generation, in 
order that the young might have a chance to 
start fresh and new. But God is good and has 
allowed you to live even to now, and the best 
you can do is to make amends—you and all the 
others of your age bracket. Some of you even 
now are saying they want the same world all 
over again, the same world they made. 

If you can’t go along at least don’t stand 
in the way of eager young feet that march to- 
ward a much finer world than the one you 
thought of when you were holding Maxwell 
Motors for a rise.
